All what had taken plaoe in Palestine, ever sinoe 
the British ocoupation in general, and the re- 
solutiona of the United Kekions of November 29 9 
1948 in partlcular 9 constltute nothing but a 
seriea of violent and oppressive aets and meaanresi

Thla goal hovever eould never be 
attalned ao long aa Britlah Imperlallam, vhleh 
aupporta larael^ continuea to exlat In parta of 
thla reglont Cyprua belng one of them. They cod« 
slder the existenoe of Imperiallam In Cyprua a 
80 uree of a eontinuoua thruat to thelr entity 
and Intereata.
